The Canadian Research Index - Microlog puts all of 
Canada's hard-to-find government and research 
literature at your fingertips. Canadian Research 
Index in print is a monthly indexing and abstracting 
service. An electronic version on CD-ROM or via the 
Internet is also available. Microlog represents our 
fulltext document service. Most titles included in 
Canadian Research Index are available in paper as 
well as microfiche format. Together, these services are 
a powerful tool for finding Canadian report 
publications. 


The Canadian Research Index includes scientific and 
technical research papers in physical, natural and social 
sciences. It also includes policy papers, important 
statistical publications, and annual reports. 


Documents issued in English or French are catalogued, 
indexed and abstracted in the language of the 
publication, while bilingual documents are catalogued, 
indexed and abstracted in both languages. 


Every effort is made to ensure the currency of the 
index. For instance, documents appearing in the 
checklist of Canadian Government Publications are 
delivered by the Microlog Service approximately two 
months after publication of the list.
